BUY SITES 
NEAR UPLAND 


An increased population is fore- 
geen for this area with reports of 
plans to expand industry by two 
large companies. 

A spokesman for the Western 
Standard Steel Supply Co., Los 
Angeles, this week told The Up- | 
land News that plans are being 
worked out for the establishment 
of another manufacturing plant | 
east of here. 

The company recently pur- | 
chase a 150-acre tract north of 
Base I.ine hetween Rochester and 
Milliken avenues. Bernard Stein 
a partner in the company, said 
that plans for use ‘of the site are 
expected to be worked out within 
six months. 


“We may not use all the tract 

for the plant,’’ stated Mr. Stein, 
“but we probably will use most 
of it.” 
‘The number of people who will | 
be employed at the plant will be 
determined as soon as production 
plans are completed, he said. 

Sheet steel is the principal 
product of the company’s Los 
Angeles plant, but another prod- 
uct may be manufactured here. 
Purchase of another large tract 
was also announced this week by 
the Santa Fe Land Improvement 
Co. This concern has bought a 
160-acre site about midway be- 
tween Euclid avenue and the 
Kaiser plant between Arrow 
highway and the Santa Fe right- 
of-way. 

The company, a subsidiary of 
the Santa Fe railroad, reportedly 
purchased the tract for’ $79,000 
from John L. and Winifred H. 
Fitch and Richard M. and Anna 
W. Fitch. 

No definite plans for develop- 
ment of the site have been an- 
nounced, but according to a com- 
pany spokesman, it is the com- 
pany’s policy to purchase well- 
located sites now and then for 
future sale or lease to prospective 
users.
